The faculty of the 
Palatine Elementary school, aware 
that the American people possess 
a truly deep faith in education as 
the key to modern living, extend to 
parents and to any other interested 
persons in the school community, 
a continuous and urgent invitation 
to visit school at all and any time. 
On November ll, the first grade 
teacher, Miss Edna L. Muir, ad­ 
dressing the visitors who attended 
the first American Education Week 
program, said, “The first grade pu­ 
pils arranged a program to demon­ 
strate to their parents and friends 
just what they have been busy 
learning the past two months.

Miss C. E. Holliger, the teacher of 
the second grade, interpreting the 
educational value of her Indian Life 
Unit, explained to parents and 
visitors that she aimed to have her 
pupils constantly bear in mind the 
outstanding contrasts b e t w e e n ' 


early, primitive Indian life and 
modern, industrial life. Miss Hol- 
liger’s program, which culminated 
in an Indian play, was a novel il­ 
lustration of the use of the unit 
method of instruction. Years ago 
when “the little red school house” 
was the salient manifestation of 
American public education, read­ 
ing, spelling, arithmetic, geography, 
history and the other subjects (if 
the school could boast of so many) 
we taught separately as though 
they had no inherent connection 
with each other. But today this 
kind of disconnected educational 
experience is being supplanted by 
the unification of all subjects into 
a correlated and more meanful ed­ 
ucational experience by the unit 
method of teaching. 
The teacher of third grade. Miss 
Rose Bellon, and her pupils, during 
American Education Week, invited 
third grade parents and other in­ 
terested persons to see a Thanks­ 
giving Day play. As the play, which 
was a dramatic as well as a cos­ 
tume success, moved toward com­ 
pletion, one could not but feel im- j 
pressed by the power of dram atiza­ 
tion as a teaching tool in the in­ 
struction of young people. The ap­ 
preciative audience must have gone 
away convinced that Miss Bellon’s 
program of activities was success­ 
ful in teaching her pupils the 
whys and wherefores of Thanks­ 
giving. 
The last lower grade teacher who 
put on a special program was Miss 
Moritz, the fourth grade teacher. 
Miss Moritz also used the child’s 
natural instinct for acting, in order 
to teach something educationally 
worthwhile. 
Her 
play 
centered 
round Book Week (Nov. 18 to 22) 
and had for its aim the worthy pur­ 
pose of interesting her pupils in 
reading genuine children s books. 
Teaching children to read is an im­ 
portant function of the elementary 
school, and few ways of stimulating 
interest in sound books can com­ 
pare with having young children 
enact the colorful roles of leading 
personalities which are within the 
covers of books. Miss Moritz’s at­ 
tempt to cerate and augment in her 
pupils the love of reading by ap­ 
pealing to the dramatic instinct of 
children, is another effort to pro­ 
mote the worthy use of I isure time 
among students in the Balatine 
Elementary school.
